How To Prevent 
Accidents During 
Blackouts Told

Constituting a pressing public 
health problem during normal 
times, accident prevention Is 
now one of major concern. It Is 
the responsibility ot th» indi­ 
vidual citizen to take such pre­ 
cautionary measure:! as nay be 
necessary 'or avoiding home 
accidents In the event of black­ 
outs. County Health Officer Dr. 
W. L. Halverson, this week Is­ 
sued the following:

J. Your Civilian Defense C'oun- 
oil recommends that only neces­ 
sary electric lights be kept burn­ 
ing so that in the event of a 
blackout you can extinijulsh 
lights quickly. See that such 
lights are judiciously placed. It 
is not necessary to go groping 
around in semi-darkness unless 
a blackout has been declared.

2. See that your electric wir­ 
ing is in good repair.

3. If you have not had your 
gas) appliances checked recently, 
do so at once.

4. While you may find It nee- 
eseary to place candles at var- 
lefts points throughout your 
hom£ for use in a .blackout be 
SuK the matches to be used In 
lighting them are in tin boxes 
well out of reach of children.

6. Place some non-slip mater­ 
ial under small nigs. During a 
blackout a serious fall might 
easily be the result of careless­ 
ness in this respect. ,
